ABU-AL-HUDA finished his speech he was followed by Premier

the fighting* At this point, Rlyad SULH and HUQRASHI Pasha 
intervened to stop the arguments and PACHACHX f s acousatione 
directed against the Transjordan Government, which were about 
to lead to blows* FACHACHI said loudly that Iraq cannot agree 
to stop the fighting and regards the acceptance of the trues 
as treason against Palestine in particular, and against the

12* On Saturday afternoon* when he was alone in hie room# after

UgiaABtti the Qrm nd Mufti* arrived at about four ra and 
asked to see him* The ffuftl was allowed to see PACKACHI 
after waiting for fifteen minutes* The Mufti encouraged

14* On Sunday afternoon* while al-PACHACHI was in his private 
wing at the hotel* still refusing to attend the meetings* 
ths Arab Prljn Ministers* headed by Rlyad SULH* telephoned 
him and lnsiePid that he attend the last Coonlttee meeting* 
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But PACHACHI remained steadfast# Finally, at 4 Pit, Jamil 
UARIUK arrived, delejated by his colleagues tc try to 
persuade PACHACHI of the necessity of attending the last 
meeting of the Comaittee, as his attendance, although he was 
In the opposition, would be proof of the odntlnued under* 
standing between the Arab countries# HARD AM Bey finally

15# As soon as ad -PACHA CHI reached the meeting room, he proceeded 
to register his reservations upon which be based the accept- 
ance of the cease-fire order# 

16# While the meeting was being held, at 4:40 PM, HaJJ Amin 

al-BUdAYHI arrived and desired to enter the meeting room* 

The Surete Offices did not admit him, in Accordance with the 
order of the conferees to prevent anyone, whatever his rank* 
to enter the room at that time# But the Mufti in a rage 
refused to oomply with the Surete Officers' request* He 
kicked the door open and entered the hall shouting abuses, 
openly accusing the assembly as traitors and imperialist 
slaves, and shout inn, *You bastards! You villains! You 
have lost Palestine 1 '! As he approached the table, the 
shouting beoams louder between the Mufti and the oonferees, 
who stopped writing the text of the cease-fire telegram to 
the Security Council* Rlyad al-3ULH finally took the Mufti 
out and tried to calm him down, and accompanied him to the 
outside door# He then oame back, closing the door behind 
him, and asked that the place be more strongly guarded* 

As the Mufti walked away, he continued to curse the Arab 
countries and accuse them of conspiring against Palestine 
in tying the fate of the Arabs to the Hashlmlte Kin g d om of 
Transjordan* - 

17# After the text of the telegram to the Security Council was 
drafted at five minutes to five, the conferees left the room 
like persons leaving a funeral, and dispersed* 

16* al-PACHACHI left the meeting plaoe for the JUbayll Hotel and 
dictated to the Surete Offloer a telegram to the Lebanese 
and Syrian military authorities requesting them not to 
Interfere with the plane carrying the Iraqi Prisu Minister 
and Minister of Defense during its passage over the Lebanese 
and Syrian Btfmlt&ry sectors# In the evening, al-PACHACHI 
returned frdmkls trip to Palestine after having inspected 
the Iraqi Army and given it certain instructions* 
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
